The inter¬ 
mingling of the rose, shamrock and 
thistle indicates the three branches of 
the British people—the English, Scotch 
and Irish—while the use of English on 
one side of the coin and French on the 
other is significant of the mingling of 
the two races in this country. 

“Trade and Agriculture” indicates the 
early connection of the Bank with both 
urb;in and rural life in Canada.

Lengthening Process Docs Not 1

January 

W. G. Sibley wrltej 03 follow.*! In 
the Journal of Commerce: When wo 
remark that "the days arc beginning 
to lengthen’’ we do not moan that anyj 
lime is added to the twcnty-foTir 
hours which conetitute a calendar day, 
but that the period between sunrliw} 
and sunset incicascs. It is a popular. 
belief that the lengthening begins on j 
Deoember 21 or immediately after, i 
and that the increase begins at both | 
ends of the day; that is. that the; 
suii rises earlier and sets later, 'riils ’ 
is an error, 'riie sun really begina to i 
set later on December 14. but it due.'A j 
not begin to rl.^c earlier until about 1 
the middle of January. For instance,* 
in the northern states the sun iIkcs at 
7:18.und acts at 4.38 on December 2t; 
and on January 12. rises at 7:22 and 
sets at 4.55.* The day (forenoon) 
shortens four minutes in that period, 
while the afternoons lengUicn seven¬ 
teen minutes, a net Increase between 
sunrise and sunset of thirteen min¬ 
utes. Not until after January twelve 
does the ‘‘day’’ lengthen at both ends. 

In the six months after December 
21, sunrise speeds up from 7.IS to 
4:31, increasing the length of fore-’ 
noons two hours and forty-seven min-1 
utes; while the afternoons lengthen j

The daijger 
of nccidente comes from iho general 
public, which is not yet educated 
away from its cnrcles.yjuss and reck- 
le.'isncss.

It Is pointed out 
n the circular that while the greater 
part of the tangc lands are lor» dry for 
the successful cultivation of many 
forage plants, most ranchos have at 
least a small area whlrh is more fav- 
oi:ibly located with regard to mois¬ 
ture than the re:-it of the land. Somt» 

I times these areas permit of irrlratton 
from a nearby stream. In some places 
die watcrtable is near enough to the 
‘urfa c for dcep-iooted plants such as 
alfalfa to take advantage of the sub- 
Irrigntlon offctttl. On any of these 
areas alfalfa can usually l>c grown to 
advantage. The circular, which may 
be obtain-'fl Iro.n the Ihiblicatlons 
r.ranch of the IVpai iment of Agricul¬ 
ture. at Ottawa, gives vonclsc infor¬ 
mation on the growing of this valu¬ 
able forage plant. 


Development Of Reindeer In 
Alaska Would Bring Canada 
Large Revenue 

Aeroplanes arc now being used to 
lierd \ivat numbers of reindeer In the 
l lin Arctic slock farm.s, according to 
Ralph lx)mrn, pioneer of the reindeer 
industry in Alaska. 

"U'n a new idea and it’s not being 
practiced regularly, but' herding by 
acioplanes seems feasible," said Mr. 
Lomni. ' Our head herd.^man went 
out icccntly and In two hours accom¬ 
plished as much as would otherwise 
have icqviircd a week’s work of seven 
men." 

There Is room for 12,000,000 rein¬ 
deer In tho Northern tundra ol Can¬ 
ada. in the opinion of Mr. Lomen, 
who added that such a vast herd 
would bo worth JOO.000.000. "It could 
bo done In fifty years,’’ he said. "If 
Canada started now In a very mod¬ 
est way." 

*Tlp in Alaska we have room for 
about 4,000.00t'. head and we hope to 
have that number within ten years." 
said Mr. Iximcn. "That will mean an 
annual revenue for our company of 
close to $20,000 000." 

"Devciopmont of the reindeer on a 
big scale in Canada would be a tre¬ 
mendous thing for the Dominion," he 
said. "Pceldca utilizing waste land it 
would provide employment for the 
nomadic Kskimo tribes and give the 
country a steady revenue from a v.a.st 
territory that at present contributes 
little to the nation’s prosperity. 

"Canada is also fortunately located 
to export the meat to various parts ol 
the k.mpiie. There would l>c no com¬ 
petition in this vast market, as the 
Alaskan producois sell their entire 
product in the United States. Kcin- 
decr meat is not sold in competition 
with beef, mutton and other standard 
meats, but as a suppleiaent to the 
diet. It has been introduced into Eng¬ 
land from Norway, but not In large 
quantities." 

"Keiiuiecr," continued Mr. Lomen, 
"are the world's oldest domestic ani¬ 
mal and arc believed to have come 
from central China. They were in¬ 
troduced into Alaska to provide food 
and clothing for the FIskimo, and Uiey 
have been nn imiHjrt.ant factor in im- 
prov.ng Ilia morale. Today many K-i- 
l-.imos earn a good living as herdsmen, 
or operate small herds of their own."

Under existing conditions, 
he said, the nklllcd practitioner (*r'i 
the s|M'cialist are lusing tr.ansfurmrd 
into medical machines, while tho ad 
vantages of our modern hospital sys¬ 
tem tend to become out-weighed by 
the depprsonnUr.atlon of tho patient. 

Dr. Klshbeln might have extended 
his remarks to apply to the country 
doctor. Even more than tho city, the 
passing of personal physicians would 
bo a cause for the deepest regret in 
our lural districts. Yet there Is a 
tendency in this direction. It ia h.ard 
for ccuntry districts to get doctors 
who measure up to the sl.andards 
w'hich they rightfully demand, for the 
type of man who used to be content 
with a country practice is l>eing 
drawn Into the city, lured there, not 
only by hope of fame and fortune, but 
also by the opportunities for ad¬ 
vancement ill the practice of his pro¬ 
fession. It is a problem whicJi has al¬ 
ready awakened the concern of the 
American Medical Association. 

The country doctor, driving day and 
night on his long rounds In all kind.s 
of weather, has alwa>*a boon a roman 
tic figure of American life. He is of¬ 
ten the outstanding mem»>er of his 
community, friend and adviser to all 
his neighbors as well as their physi¬ 
cian. He is a man whom the country 
cannot nfford to lose. Certainly some 
means should he found to attract phy¬ 
sicians to a service so vital to our

At a cost of one shilling 
for twenty, the yearly w*asto is near¬ 
ly £18,000.000. 

The habit of putting salt on the 
side of the plate instead of sprinkling 
it on food means that one spoonful in 
two Is w'osted. As practlenlly all tho 
inhabitants of the British Isles u.mo 
table salt there Is a yearly loss of 50,- 
000 tons, worth £3,000,000. 

Waste In matches Is amazing. Quito 
three-quarters of the wood used In Iho 
manufacture remains unburnt. As¬ 
suming that no more than ten mil¬ 
lion people each use two boxc8«.n 
week, approximately 1,000 tons are 
scrapped every year.

To compare the value of hay and a 
I ombinatlon of straw and corn silage 
lor fattening lambs, a lest was re¬ 
cently carried out at the Brandon. 
Manitoba. Experimental Farm, 'flic 
lambs uAe<l in the experiment wore di¬ 
vided into two lots, one lot being fed 
hay and a grain ration made up of 
equal parts of oats and barley, fed at 
the rate of 1’- pounds per animal per 
day, while the other lot was fed the 
same grain ration in conjunction wdth 
cat stiaw and silage. 

The results of the experiment show 
that silage and oat straw togethei 
with a small grain allowance make a 
tatiriaotory ration for fattening 
lambs. The lambs fed hay made some 
what larger gains than the others but 
the cost of feed per pound of gain 
was 40 per cent, higher.
